faced this problem and overcame it by the latter means. L. cyanescens has 
been Observed to feed at flowers of three unrelated families (Myrtaceae, 
lmosaceae and Polygonaceae) and is thus’ clearly a polylectic species. Its 
abit of ingesting pollen means that grain size is not a limiting factor in its 
Choice of food plants. : 
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
